tide may carry, tho same tide to 
Baltimoro. Buta vessel leaving Bal- 
mes y for the Capes will “encounter 
flood tides on her way, no mat~ 
ter how fast she may sail, and it may 
bo sho will have to contend against 
several moro if she has a head wind. 
Every flood tide that enters the 
Chesa o Bay goes to the head of 
every tido water stream or tributary

Governor's Proclamation, 


State of Maryland, 
EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT. 


PROCLAMATION. 


WHEREAS, The Constitution of the 
State of Maryland, by Article 14, Section 
1, directs amendments to the Constitution 
to be made as follows: > 


“The General Assembly may propose amend- 
ments to the Constitution, provided that each 
amendment shall be embraced in a separate bill, 
embodylog the Article or Section, as the samo 
will stand when amended and passed by three- 
fifths of allihe members clected to each of the 
two Houses, by yeas$and nays, to be entered on 
the Journals, ith the proposed amondment. The 
bill or billa proposing amendment or amendments, 
shall be published by onler of the Governor, in at 
least two newspapers in each county, where so 
many may be published, and whore not more than 
one ma published, then in that news; . 
apd in three newspapers published in the city o 
Baltimore, one of which shall be in the German 
language, once a week for at least threo months, 
preseeding the next ensuing general clection, at 
which the sald p ame ent shall be sub- 
mitted, in a form prescribed by the Generri As- 
sembly, to the qualified voters of the State, for 
adopt ſon or rejection. The votes crst for or against 

Pro amendment or amendments serer- 
ally, shall be returned to the vernor, in the 
manner prescribed ‘in other cases, dnd If it shall 
sppear tothe Governor thata majority of the 
votes cast at sald olction on said amendment, 
or amendment, severally, were cast In favor there- 
of, the Governor shall, by his proclamation, de- 
clare the sald amendment or amendments, having 
received sald majority of votes, to have been 
adopted by the people of Maryland, aa part of the 
Constitutlon thereof, and, thenceforth sald amend- 
ment or amendments shall be part of thesald Con- 
stitution. When two or more amendments shall 
be submitted, in manner aforesaid, tothe voters 
of this State, at the same election, they shall be so 
submitted, as that cach amendment shall bo voted 
on separately.” 


AND, WHEREAS, An Act of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, at Jantary Session, 1974, 
Chapter 264, was passed, for amending 
the Constitution of the State, as follows: 


“An Act lo amend Seclion 8, of Article 4, of the Om- 
stitution of the Stale of Maryland." 


“Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assem- 
bly of Mayland, three-fifths of ali the members of the 
hoo Houses concurring, That the following section 
be and the stine Is hereby proposed, as an amend- 
ment to the Constitution of this State, and if 
adopted hy the legal and qualified volers thereof, 
as provided, lt may be tho same to supercede and 
stand in the place of Section 8, of Article 4, of said 
Constitution." 


“Secttox 8. The parties to any causo may sub- 
mit the same to the court for determination with- 
out the afd 0% a jury, aud in all suits or actions at 
law, issued from the Orphan's Court, or from any 
court, sitting in equity and in all casos of present- 
ments or Indietments for offenses, which are or 
may be puuishable by death, pendio in any of 
the Courts of law, in this State, havin jurisdic- 
tion thereof, npon suggestion, in writing, under 
oath, of either of the partics to sald grevesdines 
thatsuch party cannot havea falr au impartial 
trial in the court in which the same may be pend- 
ing the sald court shall order and direct the re- 
cord of proceedings in such sultor action, isape, 
presentment or indictment to hp transmitted to 
some other court, having Jurisdiflion ſu such case 
for trial; but in all other casesof presentment or 
indictment, pending in any of the courts of law tn 
this State, lr on thereof, In addition 
to the suggestion, in writing, ofelther ofthe par- 
tiea to such presentment or indictment, that such 
party cannot have a falr and impartial trial in the 


court In which the sape may be pending, It shall 
be necessary for aking such suggestion 
to make it satistactorily eartothe court that 


such suggestion Js true, or that there Js reasonable 
ground for the rame; and thereupon, the said court 
„ball order and direct the record of proceedings,in 
such presentment or indictment, to transmit- 
ted to some other court having Jurisdiction In such 
cases for trial, and such right of removal shall ex- 
ist upon suggestion, in cases when all tho Judges 
of sald coust may be disqualified, under tha pro- 
visions of this Constitution, fersit in any such 
case, and said court, to.which the record of pro- 
ei in auch ault or action, Issue, presentment 
or indictment may be transmitted, shall hear and 
determine the same In like manner.as If such sult 
or action, lasac, uresentment or Indictment, had 
been originally instituted therein, and the Gen- 
eral Anserub’y shall make such modification of 
existing law as may be necessary to regulate and 
gire force to this provision.” 

“Section 2. And beit further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid, That said foregoing section 
hereby proposed as an amendment tothe Consti- 
tutlon, shall be, at the next general eleetion tobe 
held tn this State, submitted to the legal and qual- 
ified voters thercot, for thelr adoption or rejoc:lon 
In pursuance of the directions contained in Article 
14, of the Constitution of thls State, and at the sald 
general election, the vote on sald proposed amend- 
ment to the Constitation shell be by ballot, and 
upon tach ballot there shall be written or printed 
these ware, “For the Constitutional Amond- 
mcnt,"or “Againat the Constitutional Amend- 
mont," as the voter shall elect and imanedintely 
after said election, due returns shall be made to 
the Governor of the vote for and against said pro- 
posed amendment, as directed by the sald Mth 
Articlo of the Constitution, 


Now, THEREFORE, I, JAMES BLACK 
GROOME, Governor of the State of 
Maryland, in compliance with tho re- 
quirements of the provisions ofthe Con- 
stitution, do order and direct the forego- 
ing proposed amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of the State ot Maryland, to be pub- 
lished in two wage de in each county 
where 80 many may published, an 
where not more than one may be publis- 
hed, then in that newspaper, and ‘ip 
three newspapers published in the City 
of Baltimore, one of which shall be in the 
German language, once a week, for at 
least three months, preceding the noxt 
rien to be held in tea 
next, the newspapers to y me 
designated.

Some of the anecdotes about the 
ex-Emperor Ferdinand of Austiia, 
which his death is reviving show that 
after all, a great deal of humanity 
doth often hedge a king. One of his 
sayings has me standard at 
Vienna, He wasso delighted with 
the dumplings of coarse flour that he 
found one day at a farmer’s cottage 
in which ho had taken from a storm 
that he commanded their regular ap- 
pearance on the royal table. The 
cooks rebelled, and the physician 
positively joined in the revolt. But 
Ferdinand, for tho first time in his 
life was firm. To his physician's posi- 
tive refusal to permit him to dine off 
dumplings he replied with a stamp of 
his foot and the obstinate declaration; 
Kaiser bin i“, und Knoedel muss i’ 
haben !’(Emperor am L and dum- 
plings I will have.) The confederate 
cooks and physicians yiclded to the 
mevitable as gracefully as they knew 
how, and obstinate Viennese are even 
nowadays rebuked with the Em- 
peror's phrase. Once, when his min- 
isters were gathered in council 
around him and one of them occupied 
several hovrs in reading an impor- 
tant report, Ferdidand who was 
seated at an open window, apparently 
gave his entire atteution. At the 
close of the paper ho said: Four 
hundred and twenty-fivo fiacres and 
one hundred and eighty omnibuses 
have passed through the Hofburg 
during the last two hours.“ This 
statesmanliko declazation ought to 
go down to history. 


Make Children Useful. 


Tho energy which some children 
manifest in mischievous pranks may 
bo made to subserve useful and in- 
structive p ses.

Now many poor 
wretches there are, taxing society 
with thoir maintenance, who owo 
their worthlessnoss and sins to tho 
nogligonoo of their parents in devel- 
oping and directing good natural 
endowments for lives and industry 
and independence.

Our Churches. 


The information contained in tho 
following statistics is rare and valua- 
ble. It shows the strength of the 
Churches in America and under the 
control of Americans for the year 
1874: 

The Protestant Episcopal Church 
has 3,040 clergymen, 2,750 parishes, 
and 273,564 communicants. The 
Roman Catholic Church has 4,873 
priests, 4,731 churches, 1,902 chapels 
and stations, and 6,761,242 Catholic 
population ; it has now one Cardinal, 

6 Baptist Chorch has 934 associa- 
tions, 510 churches, 13,354 cr- 
gained ministers, and 1,761,171 mem- 
bers. The Church of the United 
Brethren has 3,959 churches, 1,886 
ministers, and 181,895 members.— 
The Universalist Church has 624 
churches, 8,278 ministers, and 330,391 
members. The returns of the annual 
Conference of the Methodist Episoo- 
pal Church in the United States show 
that there are now in that Church 
10,854 traveling preachers, an in- 
crease of 283 over last year; 12,581 
local preachers, an increase of 320; 
18,623 Sunday-schools, with 200,484 
teachers, and 1,263,876 scholars. The 
number of members is 1,563,522, an 
increase over last year of 99,494 — 
The church property is valued at 
$69,288,515, en increase of nearly 
$13,000,000 over the value of prop- 
erty last year. The con:ributions to 
the Missionary Society were $611,854, 
a decrease of $60,986.

Whirlpools.
